Marching  bands,  veteran 
organizations  and  local  citizens 
all  participated  in  Boston's  an¬ 
nual  Veterans  Day  Parade  on 
November  11  to  honor  veterans 
and  support  heroes.  Boston  Chi¬ 
natown  Post  328  was  among  the 
many  legions  that  joined  the  pa¬ 
rade  and  garnered  applause  from 
bystanders. 

Held  by  the  American  Le¬ 
gion  and  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
parade  began  at  Charles  Street 
on  the  Boston  Common  side.  Its 
route  was  from  Boylston  Street 
to  Tremont  Street  and  ended 
at  City  Hall  Plaza.  Thousands 
of  Massachusetts  residents  and 
tourists  from  other  parts  of  the 
world  stood  along  both  sides 


of  the  streets,  greeting  the  troops 
that  fought  overseas,  waving  the 
national  flags  in  their  hands  and 
cheering  for  all  the  veterans. 

Alvin  Wing,  commander  of 
Boston  Chinatown  Post  328  said 
it  was  very  inspiring  to  be  part  of 
the  parade,  and  he  felt  proud  to  be 
one  of  the  veterans  who  were  hon¬ 
ored  by  the  annual  parade. 

Gock  Wong  from  Boston  Chi¬ 
natown  Post  328  also  said  veterans 
sacrificed  themselves  and  their 
families  in  the  wars,  so  they  are 
worth  being  honored  and  remem¬ 
bered. 

Dave  Ching,  coordinator  of 
the  Veterans  Day  Parade  at  Bos¬ 
ton  Chinatown  Post  328  agreed. 

He  said  they  went  through  many 
hardships  to  keep  the  country  safe 
for  the  long  term. 


On  Veterans  Day,  the  Pat- 
rick-Murray  Administration  also 
recognized  the  service  and  sac¬ 
rifice  of  Massachusetts  veterans 
and  signed  a  bill  that  expanded 
the  benefits  and  services  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Bay  State  veterans 
and  their  families.  Currently, 
service  members  are  eligible 
to  receive  a  one-time  $1,000 
"Welcome  Home"  bonus  upon 
returning  from  a  deployment  to 
Iraq  or  Afghanistan,  but  this  bill 
expands  this  bonus  to  provide  an 
additional  $500  bonus  for  each 
additional  overseas  deployment.

TCC  meeting  highlights:  Exploring  Chinatown’s  built  en 
vironment  and  the  new  Mandarin  immersion  child  care

At  the  recent  Chinatown 
Coalition  (TCC)  meeting  on 
Thursday,  November  12,  held 
at  the  Boston  Chinatown  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Center  (BCNC),  Justin 
Crane  from  CommonBoston 
presented  plans  on  exploring  the 
unique  architecture  of  the  city's 
neighborhoods. 


CommonBoston  is  an  annual 
interactive  event  that  helps  illumi¬ 
nate  the  appreciation  of  architec¬ 
ture  and  reflect  upon  how  the  built 
environment  (streets,  landscapes, 
buildings  and  neighborhoods)  can 
be  improved.  The  project  focuses 
on  Chinatown,  as  well  as  other 
unique  neighborhoods  such  as 
Jamaica  Plain,  Fort  Point  Channel 
and  Ashmont  in  Dorchester. 


"It  all  began  with  three  ar¬ 
chitects  sitting  at  a  cafe,"  Crane 
explained.  The  volunteer  group 
is  made  up  of  architects,  commu¬ 
nity  development  professionals 
and  planners  who  celebrate  the 
built  environment  that  makes 
each  neighborhood  distinct.  The 
group  hopes  to  bring  together

voices  from  activists  and 
architects  so  that  designs 
and  decisions  on  structures 
and  infrastructure  are 
made  with  a  widerange  of 
input. 

"[Activists  and  archi¬ 
tects]  do  not  always  see  eye 
to  eye/'  Crane  said.  "When 
they  do  meet,  the  conversa¬ 
tion  is  not  always  construc¬ 
tive."  With  planning  for 
the  spring  event  underway. 
Crane  hopes  an  ongoing 
series  of  meetings  with 
Chinatown  stakeholders 
will  make  the  project  more 
successful.  It  is  Crane's 
hope  that  the  architectural 
project  will  enable  the  com¬ 
munity  to  understand  the 
effects  of  built  environment 
on  the  social  and  civic  as¬ 
pects  of  the  community. 

Richard  Goldberg, 
Director  of  Education  at 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association  (AACA),  pre¬ 
sented  the  newly  translated 
one-page  pathway  chart  in 
Chinese  of  all  Chinatown 
programs  that  will  lead 
immigrants  to  further  edu¬ 
cation,  citizenship  and  em¬ 
ployment  at  a  mainstream 
English-speaking  job. 

Besides  educating  im¬ 
migrant  adults,  AACA  is 
providing  a  new  service  for 
children  with  a  special  em¬ 
phasis  on  Mandarin.  Gold¬ 
berg  announced  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Buds  &  Blossoms 
Early  Education  and  Care 
Center.  When  the  center 
opens  in  January  2010,  it 
will  become  Boston's  first 
Mandarin  Chinese  immer¬ 
sion  childcare  center,  with 
a  capacity  for  51  children, 
ages  6  months  to  6  years.

Although  I  was  em¬ 
ployed  elsewhere,  I  re¬ 
turned  to  help  facilitate 
some  of  the  programs.  I 
also  served  on  the  board 
for  a  while.  (We  always 
come  crawling  back!)  The 
Y  was  active  in  community 
events  like  the  Annual 
Christmas  Party,  the  Au¬ 
gust  Moon  Festival,  and 
the  "National  Night  Out" 
Celebration.  As  success¬ 
ful  as  the  social  programs 
were,  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  was  headed  for 
trouble. 

By  the  late  1990' s,  the 
third  bubble  began  to  wear. 
Like  its  predecessors,  the 
bubble  was  succumbing 


to  time  and  the  elements. 
This  meant  that  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  was  threatened. 

As  the  new  millennium 
neared  movements  were 
made  to  seek  an  alternative 
site.  The  process  itself  was 
challenging  for  Y  support¬ 
ers.  The  campaign  was 
rigorous  and  emotions  ran 
high.  There  was  lots  of  po¬ 
litical  lobbying,  proposed 
land  exchanges,  squatter's 
rights.  Strange  bedfel¬ 
lows  joined  forces  for  and 
against  the  Y's  position.  By 
1998,  an  agreement  was  in 
place,  the  border  war  was 
over,  and  construction  for 
the  new  location  began.  In 
2000,  the  Wang  YMCA  at 
8  Oak  Street  West  opened 
to  the  public.  It  was  under 
Richard  Chin's  watch  that 
the  branch  underwent  its 
most  significant  trans¬ 
formation.  However,  the 
pressure  took  its  toll  and 
Chin  stepped  down  from 
his  position.  He  later  ac¬ 
cepted  the  secondary  posi¬ 
tion  of  Director  of  Commu¬ 
nity  Development.  An  old 
friend.  Bill  MacAfee,  came 
out  of  retirement  to  rim 
the  Wang  YMCA  to  see  it 
through  its  first  2  years. 
(They  always  come  crawl¬ 
ing  back!)  The  last  year  at 
the  Bubble,  there  were  2 
full-time  staff  members. 

In  comparison,  the  Wang 
Branch  now  exceeds  65. 

The  swimming  pool  at  the 
Wang  is  year-round,  heat¬ 
ed,  and  no  longer  needs 
disassembling  each  fall. 
Times  change  and  so  too 
do  landscapes.  MacAfee's 
final  retirement  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Joe  Nogello's  era, 
Paula  Reynolds'  era,  and 
current  administration  led 
by  Karen  Gately.  Despite 
the  branch's  rapid  expan¬ 
sion  and  many  changes, 
many  obstacles  remain 
the  same,  budget  deficits, 
staff  shortages,  equipment 
problems,  etc..  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  spirit  of  the  Chi¬ 
natown  YMCA  continues 
to  move  forward  and  to 
serve  the  community.  The 
one  thing  that  will  never 
change  is  the  need  for  your 
support! 

At  the  end  of  John 
Ford's  "The  Man  Who 
Shot  Liberty  Valance."  The 
reporter  states,  "If  the  leg¬ 
end  becomes  fact,  print  the 
legend."  There  are  numer¬ 
ous  legendary  characters 
to  the  history  of  the  YMCA 
in  Chinatown.  Unlike  the 
Liberty  Valance  tale,  the 
Chinatown  "Y"  heroes  are 
all  very  real.  They  were 
simple  people  thrust  into 
challenging  situations  and 
never  once  wavered.  From 
the  David  Toon  period  to 
the  branch's  current  era, 
members  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  stepped  forward  and 
championed  the  cause  of 
the  YMCA  in  Chinatown. 
They  shoveled  snow  to 
play  basketball,  removed 
tons  of  sand,  wrapped 


gifts  for  Christmas  parties, 
patched  bubbles,  raised 
funds,  lobbied,  managed, 
and  persevered.  In  spite  of 
insurmountable  odds,  they 
never  gave  up.  They  made 
enormous  sacrifices  so  that 
today's  Chinatown  can 
enjoy  a  facility  to  be  proud 
of.  I  regret  the  failure  to 
name  all  of  the  heroes  in 
this  article.  This  article 
pays  tribute  to  these  heroes 
and  their  triumph  of  the 
human  spirit.  The  Wang 
YMCA  owes  them  its  very 
existence  and  has  become 
an  icon  of  that  triumph  of 
the  human  spirit  from  the 
past.

War  in  Afghan¬ 
istan:  A  los¬ 
ing  state 

It's  been  eight  long 
years  since  September 
11.  Ever  since  terrorists 
brought  down  the  World 
Trade  Center  in  New  York  • 
and  the  Pentagon  in  Wash¬ 
ington  D.C.,  President 
George  W.  Bush  declared 
war  on  terrorism  within 
Afghanistan,  claiming 
there  were  weapons  of 
mass  destruction  in  the 
country.  Not  only  was 
the  U.S.  Army  fighting 
against  al-Qaeda  at  the 
beginning  of  the  war,  but 
they  also  were  fighting  the 
Taliban  and  other  insur¬ 
gent  groups.  For  eight  long 
years,  massive  blows  to 
both  sides  caused  devastat¬ 
ing  casualties.  Deaths  and 
injuries  are  caused  among 
the  soldiers  and  civilians 
through  terrorist  activi¬ 
ties.  The  U.S.  Army  was 
struggling  to  control  the 
situation  while  suffering 
multiple  cataclysms.  While 
President  Bush  claimed  the 
missions  in  Afghanistan 
were  successful,  the  news 
media  said  the  opposite; 
making  everyone  in  the 
country  wonder  if  this  war 
was  worth  it.  President 
.Obama  has  since  taken 
over  office  and  it's  been 
eight  months  since  his 
inauguration.  But  the  situ¬ 
ation  about  the  war  hasn't 
changed. 

After  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  World  Trade 
Center  and  the  Pentagon, 
President  Bush  sent  troops 


to  the  country  on  an  ulti¬ 
matum  to  stop  al-Qaeda. 
The  Taliban  offered  to  sur¬ 
render  Osama  bin  Laden 
to  the  U.S.,  but  President 
Bush  refused  the  offer 
and  commanded  a  bomb 
strike  on  Afghanistan.  This 
caused  multiple  civilian 
casualties  and  many  towns 
and  cities  to  be  destroyed. 
In  response,  the  Taliban 
attacked  right  back,  caus¬ 
ing  more  civilian  casual¬ 
ties.  I  believe  President 
Bush  refused  the  Taliban 
for  two  reasons.  One,  the 
Taliban's  form  of  govern¬ 
ment  is  inhumane  because 
they  treat  women  cruelly 
and  make  them  look  less 
human.  They  ban  western 
knowledge,  music  of  any 
kind,  and  forbid  women  to 
be  educated.  Anyone  who 
commits  a  crime  gets  their 
hands  cut  off  or  worse  -  in 
front  of  everyone.  Second, 
the  Taliban  had  treated  bin 
Laden  with  hospitality  and 
asylum,  the  standard  their 
code  of  behavior  tells  them 
to  treat  a  guest.  President 
Bush  believed  the  Taliban 
were  allies  with  bin  Laden 
because  of  this  code.  Re¬ 
gardless,  after  the  refusal 
of  the  offer,  both  al-Qaeda 
and  the  Taliban  caused 
many  casualties  among  the 
U.S.  soldiers  and  civilians 
of  Afghanistan  and  a  battle 
of  two  -  against  -  one  was 
created. 

A  few  years  later,  the 
conditions  in  Afghanistan 
were  getting  worse  and 
worse.  Through  out  the 
years,  48,250  U.S.  troops, 
along  with  65,000  NATO- 
ISAF  troops,  9,500  British 
troops,  and  the  Afghan 
National  Army  of  100,000, 
were  sent  to  combat  and  a 
total  of  6,782  of  them  were 
killed.  The  Afghan  govern¬ 
ment  is  in  chaos  due  to 
its  lack  of  power  and  au¬ 
thority.  Insurgent  groups 
commit  terrorist  acts  in  the 
streets  of  cities  and  towns 
and  slip  into  crowds  of 
civilians,  leaving  roads  full 
of  corpses  of  civilians,  sol¬ 
diers,  and  even  members 
of  insurgent  groups  who 
were  either  committing 
suicide  bombing  or  got 
caught  by  accident. 

Those  events  also  af¬ 
fected  America.  The  citi¬ 
zens  of  America  are  mad 
about  what's  going  on. 
Billions  of  dollars  have 
been  spent  on  the  war, 
creating  bad  effects  on 
people.  Families  are  upset 
that  their  loved  ones  have 
to  stay  in  Afghanistan  for 
a  long  time,  more  than 
one  or  two  years.  Some 
soldiers  would  come  back 
with  serious  injuries  like 
missing  a  limb  or  paraly¬ 
sis.  Whatever  the  reason 
is,  when  a  soldier  comes 
home,  he  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  will  suffer  with  some 
financial  issues  because 
he  can't  find  a  job  due  to 
the  economy  today  or  his 
health  condition.  In  worse 


cases,  a  lot  of  soldiers  were 
killed  in  combat,  leav¬ 
ing  heartbroken  families 
to  struggle  to  take  care 
of  their  own.  This  causes 
people  to  want  to  bring  the 
soldiers  back  home. 

Back  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  Congress  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Bush  were  arguing 
over  either  withdrawing 
troops  out  of  Afghanistan 
or  continuing  the  fight. 
Congress  believed  the 
war  cost  a  lot  of  money, 
time  and  men,  causing 
many  problems  within 
the  country,  financially 
and  emotionally.  They 
thought  Afghanistan  was 
beyond  recovery.  Bush 
believed  that  the  mission 
was  on  the  right  track.  He 
thought  he  could  get  Af¬ 
ghanistan  back  on  its  feet 
by  stopping  the  Taliban 
and  al-Qaeda,  and  helping 
the  Afghan  government  to 
strengthen  its  army  so  they 
can  fight  on  their  own.  He 
also  believed  that  if  they 
withdrew  the  troops,  these 
insurgent  groups  would 
attack  America.  During  the 
2008  Presidential  Election, 
John  McCain  supported 
the  war,  believing  that 


sending  17,000  troops  and 
additional  allied  troops 
would  help  prevent  al- 
Qaeda  from  turning  the 
war-tom  country  into  their 
home  turf.  When  President 
Obama  took  over  office,  he 
created  a  strategy  to  pre¬ 
vent  al-Qaeda  and  the  Tal¬ 
iban  from  coming  back  by 
sending  more  troops  there. 
The  only  reason  to  do  that 
is  for  the  protection  of 
America  and  its  allies.  This 
caused  people  to  become 
upset  even  further.  To  my 
eyes,  it's  just  something 
similar  to  Bush's  strategy 
and  nothing  has  turned  the 
tables  in  the  war. 

As  an  American,  I 
think  sending  more  troops 
can  be  a  bad  idea.  Send¬ 
ing  more  troops  means 
more  deaths  and  this 
leads  to  poor  economic 
consequences,  and  other 
needs  we  need  like  medi¬ 
cal  support  and  education. 
But  as  a  human  being,  I 
pray  for  the  success  of  the 
war.  If  the  troops  were  to 
withdraw,  what  would 
happen  to  the  people  of 
Afghanistan?  I  think  the

the  Taliban.  More  people 
will  die.  Women  and  girls 
will  endure  a  wrath  way 
worse  that  death.

One 
thing  everyone  has  in  com¬ 
mon  is  that  no  one  knows 
if  this  war  will  go  on  for  a 
year  or  two,  or  even  lon¬ 
ger.

We  do  know  that  when 
the  smoke  from  the  fires  of 
war  goes  away,  we'll  have 
our  answer.

A  work  in  progress,  the  Chinatown  Storefront  Library 
grows  with  its  community 


well  the  space  provides 
for  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity.  His  hopes  were 
more  than  fulfilled,  as 
over  the  past  month,  the 
Storefront  Library  be¬ 
came  a  part  of  the  fabric 
of  every  day  life  in  the 
neighborhood. 

From  hosting  pro¬ 
grams  for  children  to 
providing  an  opportunity 
for  the  elderly  to  access 
online  Chinese  newspa¬ 
pers,  the  library  has  been 
a  success  in  its  newfound 
role  as  a  public  institu¬ 
tion.  "I  don't  think  we've 
ever  been  empty,"  Sam 
noted  earlier  this  month, 
"so  in  that  sense,  we're 
batting  a  thousand." 

Though  the  capacity 
of  the  library  has  never 
been  challenged  to  the 
same  point  as  on  open¬ 
ing  day,  its  stream  of 
visitors  has  been  constant 
-  and  growing  weekly. 
"During  the  week  we 
average  ten  to  fifteen 
patrons,  but  during  the 
weekends  it's  double  or 
triple  that,"  Davol  says. 
"It's  been  interesting  to 
see  how  quickly  things 
have  scaled  up...  our  first 
children's  story  hour  [on 
opening  day]  had  one

The  scene  through 
the  Chinatown  Storefront 
Library's  front  plate  glass 
window  would  be  unex¬ 
pected  for  any  traditional 
library.  A  swirl  of  com¬ 
motion  on  the  weekends, 
the  space  was  filled  one 
Saturday  afternoon  with 
a  collection  of  buzzing 


children,  volunteer  sto¬ 
rytellers,  teenagers  on 
computers  and  elderly 
newspaper-readers,  not 
to  mention  a  few  slugs 
and  worms  inhabiting  a 
tank  of  shredded  news¬ 
paper  on  the  conference 
table. 

After  an  October  19 
opening  event  that  at¬ 
tracted  some  of  Boston's 
most  significant  politi¬ 
cians,  including  Mayor 


Thomas  Menino  and 
former  mayoral  candi¬ 
dates  Michael  Flaherty 
and  Sam  Yoon,  hopes 
were  high  that  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  public  life  for  the 
Library  would  be  just  as 
significant. 

Sam  Davol,  one  of 
the  lead  coordinators  of 
the  Chinatown  Storefront 
Library,  looked  forward 
to  the  challenges  ahead 


after  the  opening.  "In 
some  ways  the  idea  of 
actually  being  open  to  the 
public  is  more  daunting" 
(than  hosting  the  open¬ 
ing  event),  he  said,  "but  I 
think  that's  when  it  gets 
exciting,  that's  when  we 
see  all  these  things  in  ac¬ 
tion,  whether  they  work 
and  how  they  work." 

To  Davol,  the  true

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kid,  that  made  me  a  little 
worried,  but  then  it  went 
from  one  to  four  to  11 
today." 

The  library's  schedule 
has  also  expanded.  It  will 
now  remain  open  Satur¬ 
day,  Sunday  and  Monday 
to  satisfy  patron  demand. 
"We  changed  our  open¬ 
ing  time  on  the  weekends 
from  10  a.m.  to  11  a.m.," 
Sam  recalls,  "but  I  actu¬ 
ally  had  to  open  the  door 
because  people  were 
pulling  on  it  at  10...  it's 
clear  that  weekends  are 
an  important  time  for  a 
library  in  this  neighbor¬ 
hood." 

Locals  have  begun  to 
depend  on  the  presence 
of  the  Chinatown  Store¬ 
front  Library  as  a  part 
of  their  daily  schedule. 
Volunteer  Rebecca  Lee, 
a  Chinatown  resident, 
notes  that  the  library  has 
already  accumulated 
regulars.  "Mornings  are 
a  busy  time  for  the  el¬ 
derly.  . .  It's  our  third  Sat¬ 
urday  and  already  we've 
figured  out  that  they  feel 
like  that  space  is  theirs  to 
read  the  newspaper." 

Visitors'  dependence 
on  the  Storefront  Library 
demonstrates  a  clear  need 
for  the  public  space.  Yet, 
the  library  is  not  an  of¬ 
ficial  institution  and  thus 
cannot  provide  the  full 


resources  and  support 
needed,  causing  conflict. 

Lee  recalls  one  such 
problem:  "There  was  an 
elderly  man  who  came 
in  this  morning,  he  was 
quite  upset  because  the 
kids  had  a  nature  pro¬ 
gram  and  they  were  us¬ 
ing  the  conference  table, 
so  there  was  no  place  for 
this  man  to  spread  out." 
Still,  the  library's  advan¬ 
tage  lays  in  its  flexibility. 
Through  resolving  these 
problems,  Lee  says,  "our 
policies  and  our  ideas 
evolve.  Because  it's  not  a 
formal  library...  we  can 
adapt  to  the  needs  of  our 
consumers." 

"I  think  there's  this 
tension  between  what 
people  expect  from  an  in¬ 
stitution  and  this  concept 
of  trying  to  experiment 
and  learn  from  what 
we're  doing  and  adapt," 
Davol  says, 

"in  some  ways  [visi¬ 
tors']  expectations  are 
based  on  their  desire  to 
have  a  real  public  library 
branch  with  full  time 
librarians,  which  we  are 
not. . .  so  I  have  to  be  able 
to  explain  to  them  what 
this  project  is  and  chan¬ 
nel  some  of  their  enthu¬ 
siasm  into  ideas  for  the 
future  library." 

By  discovering  which 
hours  work  best,  which 
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How  do  germs  spread? 

Illnesses  like  the  flu 
(influenza)  and  colds  are 
caused  by  viruses  that 
infect  the  nose,  throat, 
and  lungs.  The  flu  and 
colds  usually  spread  from 
person  to  person  when  an 
infected  person  coughs  or 
sneezes. 

How  to  help  stop  the 
spread  of  germs: 

Take  care  to: 

•  Cover  your 
mouth  and  nose  when  you 
sneeze  or  cough 

•  Clean  your  hands 
often 

•  Avoid  touching 
your  eyes,  nose  or  mouth 

•  Stay  home  when 
you  are  sick  and  check 
with  a  health  care  provider 
when  needed 

•  Practice  other 
good  health  habits. 

Cover  your  mouth  and 
nose  when  you  sneeze  or 
cough.  Cough  or  sneeze 
into  a  tissue  and  then 
throw  it  away.  Cover  your 
cough  or  sneeze  if  you  do 
not  have  a  tissue.  Then, 
clean  your  hands,  and  do 
so  every  time  you  cough  or 
sneeze. 

Clean  your  hands 
often 

When  available,  wash 
your  hands  --  with  soap 


and  warm  water  --  then 
rub  your  hands  vigorously 
together  and  scrub  all 
surfaces.  Wash  for  15  to  20 
seconds.  It  is  the  soap  com¬ 
bined  with  the  scrubbing 
action  that  helps  dislodge 
and  remove  germs. 

When  soap  and  water 
are  not  available,  alcohol- 
based  disposable  hand 
wipes  or  gel  sanitizers  may 
be  used.  You  can  find  them 
in  most  supermarkets  and 
drugstores.  If  using  a  gel, 
rub  the  gel  in  your  hands 
until  they  are  dry.  The 
gel  doesn't  need  water  to 
work;  the  alcohol  in  the  gel 
kills  germs  that  cause  colds 
and  the  flu. 

Avoid  touching  your 
eyes,  nose,  or  mouth. 

Germs  are  often  spread 
when  a  person  touches 
something  that  is  contami¬ 
nated  with  germs  and  then 
touches  their  eyes,  nose, 
or  mouth.  Germs  can  live 
for  a  long  time  (some  can 
live  for  2  hours  or  more) 
on  surfaces  like  doorknobs, 
desks,  and  tables. 

Stay  home  when  you 
are  sick  and  check  with  a 
health  care  provider  when 
needed. 

When  you  are  sick  or 
have  flu  symptoms,  stay 
home,  get  plenty  of  rest, 
and  check  with  a  health 


care  provider  as  needed. 

Your  employer  may 
need  a  doctor's  note  for  an 
excused  absence.  Remem¬ 
ber:  Keeping  your  distance 
from  others  may  protect 
them  from  getting  sick. 
Common  symptoms  of  the 
flu  include: 

•  fever  (usually 
high) 

•  headache 

•  extreme  tiredness 

•  cough 

•  sore  throat 

•  runny  or  stuffy 
nose 

•  muscle  aches,  and 

•  nausea,  vomit¬ 
ing,  and 
diarrhea,

than 
adults).

"Not  everyone  has  time  to 
grab  a  book  and  read  the 
whole  thing  while  they're 
here,"  says  volunteer  Pat¬ 
rick  Murphy,  "and  if  it's 
going  to  be  a  library  then 
we  should  circulate!" 

Volunteers  were  also 
surprised  to  discover  the 
demand  for  bilingual  ma¬ 
terials.  "We've  literally 
quintupled  the  amount  of 
Chinese  material,"  Sam 
says,  "we'll  have  circula¬ 
tion  numbers  next  week, 
but  at  least  half  if  not  more 
of  the  material  going  out  is 
in  Chinese." 

Murphy  also  notes  the 
need  for  multilingual  ma¬ 
terial,  "A  lot  of  [Chinese 
material]  is  really  hard  to 
come  by,  so  just  the  fact 
that  all  these  books  are 
here  in  this  area  is  a  big 
deal  because  it's  the  only 
place  these  things  are  ac¬ 
cessible." 

The  bilingual  aspect 
of  the  library  has  become 
an  important  advantage 
in  providing  for  the  Chi¬ 
natown  community.  "I've 
had  some  people  bringing 
their  children  because  they 
speak  Cantonese  at  home 
and  they've  brought  [the 
children]  to  hear  English," 
notices  volunteer  Lucy 
Borgheiinck,  "Then  we'll 
have  some  people  come 
who  have  a  Chinese- 
American  background  but 
they  don't  speak  Chinese 
and  they  want  their  chil¬ 
dren  to  hear  Chinese  being

spoken." 

Computer  use  has 
also  proven  a  vital 
part  of  the  Storefront 
Library's  day-to-day 
operations.  The  space 
provides  multiple 
internet-use  terminals, 
but  managing  them  has 
become  a  larger  job  than 
was  at  first  anticipated. 
"The  internet  stuff  can 
be  kind  of  a  black  hole 
for  staff  time. . .  people 
really  do  need  assis¬ 
tance,"  Sam  describes. 
To  that  end,  the  Library 
is  looking  to  start  Inter¬ 
net  introduction  classes 
teaching  visitors  how  to 
search  for  information 
online. 

Despite  its  chal¬ 
lenges,  the  Storefront 


Library  is  contributing 
a  great  amount  both 
to  Chinatown's  pres¬ 
ent  community  and  the 
future  of  a  permanent 
library  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  "I  think  people  are 
delighted  to  have  this 
place,"  Rebecca  Lee  says, 
"there  isn't  another  space 
like  this.
